been badly neglected. “Since 1933 
the federal government has fur- 
nished or guaranteed loans for 
$578 billion to bula family 
housing units, but only $592 mil- 
lion or .01% has been used to 
assist families living in rural 
areas. The need for farm housing 
loans is clearly illustrated by the 
last census of 1950, which indi- 
cates that 40% of the 200,000 
farm homes in Mississippi need 
to be completely rebuilt or ex- 
tensively repaired. The major 
obstacle to home improvement 
has been the lack of available 
credit.” 

An amendment offered by the 
Mississippi Senator making long. 
term loans available to the far- 
mer who has up to three fami- 
lies on his farm was adopted on 
the Senate Floor. This amend. 
ment, accepted by the House of 
Representatives, will authorize 
home plans up to $15,000 per 
farm provided the credit could 
not be obtained from other source 
es and not more than three fam- 
ilies live on the farm. These 
loans would carry an interest rate 
of 4%% and could be used for 
construction, improvement, al- 
teration, repair, or replacement 
of farm dwellings and other farm 
buildings necessary for the suc- 
cessful operation of the farm. 
Senator Stennis concluded by say 
ing that the bill also includes 
provisions for making direct 
loans, operating loans, and loans 
for refinancing existing indebt- 
ness. 

Senator Stennis concluded by 
saying: “We should encourage 
our young people to stay on the 
farm. A new or improved home 
is a part of farm family living, 
and the provisions in this bill 
will provide needed assistance to 
many of our farm families. Our 
rural community is one of the 
principal foundation stones of 
our patriotism and a main spirit- 
ual reservoir of our nation. I trust 
the President will sign the bill. 
I hope that these home loans 
will pave the way for dotting ru- 
tal Mississippi communities over 
the years with many new farm 
homes.”

Mississippi Death 
Toll Dropped in July 


Mississippi's traffic death toll 
dropped sharply during July de. 
spite a normal increase in vaca- 
tion highway travel. 

According to Commissioner of 
Public Safety Tom Scarborough, 
41 persons perished in automo- 
bile accidents. Forty-six were 
killed July a year ago. 

The Highway Patrol head at- 
tributes the decrease in highway 
deaths to the Patrol’s new policy 
of “stricter enforcement” and the 
possible arousing of more safety- 
conscious motoring public. He 
Pointed out that accidents don’t 
just happen, but are caused, add- 
ing that more motorists are real- 
izing that driving hazards do ex- 
ist and are driving more care- 
fully. 

With the end of July, Missis- 
sippi traffic deaths for 1956 num- 
ber 2882, an increase of 14 above 
that recorded for the correspond- 
ing period last year. 

Traffic deaths in Mississippi 
climbed to a near-record 457 
killed during 1955; and, according 
to the National Safety Council, 
the nation’s present driving rec. 
ord indicates that the ’56 toll 
will exceed that reported last 
year.

Make sure of your grazing beforê 

buying lambs. Supply of lambs 
for grazing is usually more plen- 
tiful October 1-15. You may be 
able to control for the lambs 
well in advance of the delivery 
date. weights ranging from 50 to 
60 pounds are desirable. 

You can expect a good doing 
lamb to gain a third of a pound 
a day, or around 10 pounds a 
month. Good grazing, highly fer- 
tilized, will normally carry 4 to 
5 lambs per acre. 

Market this type lamb at 100 
to 110 pounds a month. A mar- 
gin of 3 to 5 cents a pound is 
needed for profitable operation. 
If you can buy the lambs at 15 
cents a pound, then sell them fat 
for 18 to 20 cents, they should 
make you a nice profit. 

Lambs should be of the right 
type, quality and weight. They 
should be healthy. 

Lambs do better when shear- 
ed one or more times during the 
grazing period. You can get in. 
formation on this from your 
county agent.

FRUIT TREES 


It is time to treat peach trees 
for peach tree borer control using 
the DDT method. 1 

With this method, you must 

make three treatments, one about 
the first of August, then the first 
of September and finally the 
first of October. 
The DDT method is simple and 
inexpensive, yet it does the job 
when applied correctly and at the 
proper time. 

Mix one pound of 50 percent 
wettable DDT to each 12 gallons 
of water. Spray trunk and low- 
er parts of large limbs. Your 
county agent can give you speci- 
fic instructions for using 
method of peach tree borer con- 
trol. g 
After using this treatment, go 
out in late October or November 
and examine base of trees for 
signs of borers. If you find any, 
treat the infected tree with ethy- 
lene dichloride emulsion.

plants, which in their native en- 
viroments are known as the pas- 
sion flower. In Hawaii, maidens 
at one time wore this flower in 
their hair to denote virginity, 
and to show they were eligible 
for marriage. 

The flowers bear prolifically in 
myriad colors, some large and 
single, others double with curly 
peony type petals. Some are fra- 
grant, some without odor. Re- 
cently there has been a trend 
to develop the Hybiscus and 
many clubs have sprung up 
where members work at pollena- 
tion to produce finer specimen 
blooms. 

In Bay St. Louis, at the cor- 
ner of deMontluzin and Toulme 
Streets, Mrs. Forrest Luke has 
one of the most lush Hybiscus 
plants we have ever seen. 

The plant has attained a height 
better than twelve feet in three 
years of growth. It reaches sky. 
ward over the roof of the cottage 
home of Mrs. Luke, and has a 
spread of deep luxuriant green 
foliage of better than six feet. 
Hundreds of .deep pink double 
type flowers are in bloom, and 
have been for sometime now. 
The leaves of the plant have a 
waxy gloss which seem to emi 
nate a feeling of strength when 
ones view it. The flowers are 
unusually large, and nearly all 
perfect in formation. The plant 
is growing close to the rear cor- 
ner of the house, on the Toulme 
St. side, and at first glance, be 
cause of its size, could be mistak- 
en for a Confederate rose, or 
some form of flowering tree.
